The last few day s o f ho t 
weather has help ed to m atu re the 
stalks bu t has o n ly serv ed to height­ 
en the riv alry ex istin g between the 
v ario u s farm ers 
that hav e 
su gar 
co rn amo n g their list o f o ccu p an ts 
o f their garden s. 
“I will hav e su gar 
co rn o n 
the 
m arket within two weeks,” declared a 
well kn o wn farm er. 
“This is a p re­ 
dictio n that so u n ds a go o d deal like 
a ‘fish sto ry ’ bu t the fact remain s 
an d I still believ e the trick can be 
tu rn ed.” 


Altho u gh the wheat is esp ecially 
early this y ear, it is o f a v ery p o o r 
q u ality , acco rdin g to farm ers' fro m 
man y p arts o f the co u n ty . 
It has 
been said that the wheat this y ear 
will be o f p o o rer q u ality than it has 
been fo r a n u mber o f y ears. 
There 
are a n u mber o f thin gs that hav e en ­ 
tered in to the thin g to make the cro p 
belo w the o rdin ary . On e farm er last 
n ight declared that he had o n e field 
o n his farm which will n o t av erage 
twelv e bu shels to the acre, acco rdin g 
to his estimate. 
It is said that there are few fields 
in the co u n ty that so me p est has n o t 
attacked. 
Pro min en t 
amo n g the 
p ests is the ru st which has alway s 
been an en emy to the wheat in Ru sh 
co u n ty . It was said by a farm er this 
mo rn in g that the ru st 
was 
mo re 
p rev alen t this y ear than he has seen 
it fo r man y y ears. 
It n o t o n ly re­ 
du ces 
the size o f 
the grain 
an d 
cau ses it to shriv el bu t also redu ces 
the n u mber o f 
grain s in a 
head. 
There are man y o ther p arasites liv ­ 
in g o n the wheat this 
y ear which 
co mbin e to make the cro p a n ear fail­ 
u re. 
Weeds, acco rdin g to an o ther farm ­ 
er, hav e greatly abetted in cau sin g a 
p o o r wheat cro p . 
It is said that in 
so me fields there are mo re 
weeds 
than there is wheat. 
This will serv e 
to make the wheat grade lo w. 
It is ex p ected that the threshin g 
will be started a few day s later than 
was ex p ected a mo n th ago du e to the 
recen t rain s. 
Rep o rts fro m co rre­ 
sp o n den ts o v er the co u n ty are to the 
effect that mo st o f the wheat 
has 
been cu t an d is ready fo r the thresh­ 
in g co mp an ies to mo v e in to the fields. 
In so me p laces it is n ecessary to wait 
a few day s, ho wev er, to allo w the 
wheat to dry o u t in the sho ck. Where 
all o f the cro p has n o t been cu t it 
was n ecessary to wait fo r a few day s 
o f ho t su n to dry the stan din g wheat. 
Co mbin ed with o ther thin gs was the 
recen t sto rm which laid mu ch wheat 
flat in the field an d serv ed to delay 
the cu ttin g an d threshin g. 
The o ats cro p will n o t be u p to the 
stan dard o n acco u n t o f the dry sp ell 
p rev io u s to the last week o f rain s. 
Oats cu ttin g has been started in a 
few fields, bu t was sto p p ed by the 
rain s o f this week. It is tho u ght the 
o ats will be better than the wheat as 
co mp ared with fo rm er y ears. 
The recen t rain s hav e been ben e­ 
ficial in o n e sen se in that they hav e 
greatly en liv en ed the meado ws an d 
ben efited them. The clo v er an d timo ­ 
thy hay cro p s will be abo u t as go o d 
as was ex p ected.

rain s came ju st in time to sav e the 
hay as it was feared that the few 
weeks o f dry weather 
wo u ld m a­ 
terially damage the cro p .
